The Net Is Tightened 


The legislators at Sacramento last week almost unnoticed 
passed one of the most signifieant and constructive bits of attto- 
mobile traffie legislation of recent times. It will affect 
auto operator in the state. 

Up to now it has been impossible, in many instances, to con- 
viet drivers charged with hit-run, manslaughter or 
while drunk 
the worst kind of crime, or not guilty at all. So, if they were 
only indirectly at fault. or if the damage involved was but 
slight, juries would let them off scot free rather than punish 
them like hardened criminals. 

Under the new dispensation juries will have no such ex- 
euse. Hit-runners will be accused of ‘‘public offense,”’ with 
punishment adjusted to fit each individual case. Negligent 
drivers indirectly responsible for death may no longer beat the 
rap on a manslaughter charge. They will be charged with a 
new crime, almost as serious, called ‘‘negligent homicide.’’ And 
the less-obviously drunken drivers will no longer be set free, 
but will be tried for a misdemeanor, on which convietion will be 
more likely. 


This is a laudable move on the part of the legislators and | 


they deserve a hand. Any sound program of progress for Cal- 
fornia includes tightening of the net that the reckless breed 
of auto operators have been able to slip through heretofore. 

But cooperation by the courts is only half of the traffic 
death problem. The other half is a dogged determination on 
the part of each of us to drive sensibly at any cost.

In Publie Library |

Reviewed by Mrs. Ruth N. West 
The library has a notable addi- 
tion to its list of biographies in 
the new book by Francis Hackett, 
“Francis I.” 

Francis Hackett’s “Henry VIII” 
created much discussion in the 
book world. Now, Mr. Hackett 
has another book that will appeal 
to a wide audience. “Francis I” 
with “Henry VIII” rounds out the 
turbulent days 
when the European world was 
leaving behind the Middle Ages 
and taking on new manners and 
new activities that were to mold 


European life into the form vo 


now know. 

Francis I was a great king and 
his life is an exciting story. The 
author is a master in recreating 
those colorful days of pageantry, 
marked with such incidents as the 
historic meeting of King Francis 


and King Henry on ‘‘The Cloth of ; 


Gold,” the jousts where historic 
knights contested for honors and 
favors, the ambitious schemes that 
were the beginning of modern pol- 
itics. 

The book is a work of lasting 
value, as it rounds out an import- 
ant period in history. But perhaps 
the greatest virtue of all which the 
author has imparted to it, is a cer- 
tain “tough mindedness.” Ro- 
mance and reality were terribly 
mingled in the lives and charac- 
ters of these people. A Victorian 
would have been likely to dismiss 
them as barbarous or, for the sake 
of romance, to “prettify’’ them be- 
yond all recognition. Mr. Hackett 
Seems to understand the French 
renaissance with the aid of some- 
thing like its own robustness. He 
neither emphasizes nor minimizes 
the harsher aspects. 

The style is lively, vivid and in- 
tensely readable. The author is a
